The  plants  will 
be  ready  to  set  in  bed  the  following  spring.

ITALIAN  GREEN  SPROUTING.  Cultivated 
like  cabbage,  it  bears  a  succession  of  sprout¬ 
ing  heads.

EARLY  WONDER  (45  to  50  days).  A  va¬ 
riety  which  has  gained  wide  popularity  among 
market  gardeners.  It  is  of  the  blood  turnip 
type.  Uniform  in  size,  flat  to  globe  shaped, 
bright  red  skin,  vermilion  red  flesh  with  dis¬ 
tinct  zones  of  lighter  red.

Both  clovers  are  principally  for  soil-building 
and  grazing  and  works  exceedingly  well  with 
Bermuda  Grass  pastures.  Sow  in  fall,  prefer¬ 
ably  at  the  rate  of  30  to  50  pounds  of  South¬ 
ern  seed,  12  to  16  pounds  of  California  seed. 
LESPEDEZA — KOREAN.  The  most  popular 
and  widely  adapted  variety  of  all  the  Lespe- 
dezas.  The  earliest  of  the  annual  Lespede- 
zas,  therefore  giving  the  earliest  grazing  of 
any  other  variety.  The  leaves  are  larger  than 
common  Lespedeza  and  more  rounded.  Be¬ 
gins  flowering  in  July,  ripens  in  September. 
Sow  25  pounds  per  acre  broadcast,  alone  or 
on  grain  crops.  Do  not  cover. 
LESPEDEZA-KOBE  (Annual).  In  sections 
where  the  seasons  are  longer  it  makes  a  con¬ 
siderably  larger  growth  than  Korean,  of 
spreading  growth,  but  stands  up  well  when 
the  stand  is  thick.

Especially  valuable  when  sown  very  early 
with  Japan  Clover  on  Bermuda  sod  or  with 
any  grasses  for  pasture.

A  hardy  va¬ 
riety  of  Barley  which  has  been  developed  in 
the  South,  adapted  to  fall  planting  for  win¬ 
ter  and  spring  grazing.  As  a  winter  pasture 
it  has  few  equals.  Has  a  very  high  nutritious 
feeding  value,  tender  and  much  relished  hy 
all  kinds  of  stock.  As  a  milk  producer  it 
ranks  high.  The  grain  in  feeding  value  is 
equal  to  corn.  We  recommend  to  our  farm¬ 
ers,  and  especially  dairymen,  who  have  never 
planted  Barley,  to  try  a  small  acreage  this 
year.  Sow  1%  to  2  bushels  per  acre. 

BARLEY  (Winter  Bearded).  Similar  to  the 
Beardless  Barley  and  equally  valuable  for 
pasture  purposes,  but  on  account  of  the 
beards  many  people  prefer  the  beardless  va¬ 
riety  for  hay  or  grain  crop.  Sow  1%  to  2 
bushels  per  acre.

Dorado  Soy  Beans 

SOY  BEANS  (Laredo)  (145  days).  A  new

They  have  very  heavy  foliage,  fine  leaves  and 
finer  stems  than  any  soy  beans.  The  hay 
cures  quickly  and  may  be  threshed  in  2  to  4 
days  after  cutting,  and  it  retains  all  the 
leaves.  The  hay  is  regarded  as  equal  to 
alfalfa  and  readily  eaten  by  all  live  stock. 
Harvest  when  majority  of  pods  turn  black. 
Mung  Beans  are  a  great  soil  builder  when 
properly  inoculated.
